Republic National Life Insurance Cempany, Harold R. disappeared in 1954 
but Emily A. remained with the sa.me occupation but has continued to shew 
the address of the family of H. H. Isaacs who own H. H. Isaacs Plumbing Co, 

I discovered that the H. H. Isaacs were parents of Harold R. Isaacs. My 
reasoning was that If Emily A, and Harold R. were divorced, she would not • 

have moved into the home of his parents. Bill Boxley made part of the 
following discoveries. Emily Isaacs has not worked for Republic Ins. Co, 
since 1951 or 1952 and yet she is listed as working there In the 1S55 city

I interviewed Mr. Cicsbrccbt 
and found him a pleasant, ro- 
tund man of a:3. He is a suc- 
cessful insurance agent, and 
wore a welbcul dark blue suit 
and blue tic. He wears dark- 
rimmed glasses, has grey-blue 
eyes, and a fresh complexion. 

lie hSnS a straightforward 
manner and is highly regarded 
by his former cjuplnycr. iNow 
he runs an agency. He is mar-, 
ried and has four children. 

It was in the afLcrnoon of Feb. 
13, I9ri4, that Mr. Giesbrcclit 
overheard the conversation in 
the Jiorizon Room of the Win- 
nipeg International Airport. 
This was less than three mouths 
after Kennedy had been assas- 
sinated. 

Mr. Gicsbrccht had gone to 


the Horizon Room to kill lime 
wiule wailing for a client. He . 
sat at a table by the window 
and w £^5 working over some fig- 
ures when he overheard snatch- 
es of conven^ation by two men 
sitling at a table behind him. 

One man had an unusual face, '

On reading the story, he learn- 
ed that the man was David W, 
Ferrie, 45. of New Orleans, a 
pilot who had been found dead 
the day before, Ferrie had been 
interrogated and was under close 
observation by Harrison's office. 
He was to be arrested the next 
wcek^ according to Garri- 
son, on the charge of conspir- 
jjig with Mr. Sha\v in the mur- 
der of President Kennedy.% 

Garrison has staled that Fer- 
rie was the geta\cay pilot in the 
sssassination. Garrison has 
charged that the plot took place 
in Ferne's apartment in New 
Orleans in September 1953. Ken- 
nedy was killed on No%', 22, 
1963, 

Mr, Gicsbrecht saw the photo 
in The Tribune wlven he was vis- 
iting his then employer Peter 
J, Thiessen, manager of the 
Montreal Life Insurance Co.^ at 
the Misericordia Hospital. 

Mr, Thie,ssen remembers the 
incident clearly. The paper had 
just been deliverd and was ly- 
ing on his bed, 

“He got quite a shock when 
he saw the picture,'* recalls I\Ir. 
Thiessen. “He wasn't his nor- 
mal healthy color," 

Then Giesbrechl told !^lr. 
Thiessen: “This is the fellow I 
saw'.” 

?'lr, Tniessen had been told the 
entire story by Mr, Gicsbrecht 
a year ago. He had wondered 
whether the remarks that Mr, 
Gicsbrecht overheard were sig- 
nificant. Now he felt the pic- 
ture made them so. 

“I certainly believed evny- 
ihing he had told me," said Mr, 
Thiessen. “I have knowm him 
for about 15 yeBis, and his fam- 
ily much longer. It was obvious 
to me now that he had recog- 
nized the man in the paper," 

^ Since then, ^Garnson, or his 
aides, have talked to Mr. Gies- 
brecht long distance several 
time from New Orleans.

Another incident was Mackenzie 
King's speech to the 194S gallery din- 
ner, reaffirming hh intention to red re 
(which he'd already announced in a 
public address months before). Old as 
the news was, the Canadian Press 
thought it too important to ignore* The 
CP bureau chief telephoned the prime 
minister next morning (Sunday) and 
got his permission to print it. Natu- 
rally, the prime m-Inktet didn't mind, 
but the rival British United Press was 
furious— all the more so because the 
PM's speech, or a rehearsal of it, was 
first delivered to a luncheon given by 
the BUP bureau chief, Norman Mac- 
Leod, However, the gallery took no 
action. This incident may have been 
the origin of the view that secrecy 
at gallery dinners, is intended to con- 
ceal not Important news, but only in- 
discreet behavior. 

Even the latter convention has not 
alw-ays been respected. Recently in a 
magazine article, extracted from his 
new book, Max Ferguson described 
(quite inaccurately, according to my 
own recollection) a conrre(e>tips in- 
volving George Drew, the Conserva- 
tive leader, Ferguson was present at 
that gallery dinner only as a gue.st 
and was perhaps never cautioned 
about the taboo on reporting: but 
the magazinv is edited and published 
by ex-members of the gallery and is 
responsible for what it prints. 

Admittedly, socxie journalists carry 
the off-the-record commitment to an 
extreme. Probably the ultimate was 
achle%^ed when the gallery decided, by 
majority vote, that Its own proceedings 
should be secret. But the dissenting 
minority proclaimed at the time that 
it had no intention of obeying this 
rule, and there has never been any 
serious atLempe lo enforce it,

Them'^-^re foimfains, 
birch trees, chairs riiat seem to haxc 
been made of chicken wire,' a split— 
level biack-carpeled lounge called the 
Horizon Room, and, under a mlik- 
whiif ceiling illuminated by 8,000 
fluorescent tubes, a marble-tiled mez- 
zanine the size of a football field. 

On February 13, 1964, in this Im- 
probably exotic setting, where Janies 
Bond might have struggled with 
SMERSH, an overweight Winnipeg 
salesman named Richard Giesbrecht 
was caught up in the maelstrom that 
had begun in Dallas three months be- 
fore and continues to this day, Gies- 
brecht bdieves he was a witness to 
nothing less than a meeting of two 
men who had conspired to kill Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, and s%vears^, 
jthat a third man, a burly, suitably' 
j ominous figure with a smashed nose ^ 
-and flushed cheeks, played a bizarre 
1 cat-and-mouse game witli him all over 
the mezzanine to frighten him into 
silence. ^ 

"Too big" for FBI 

Ever since, Glesbrecht, a palpably 
sincere and rational 35-year-old Men- 
nonlte with four children, has swung 
beuween fear and frustration. Fear that 
the disclosure of his identity — * bis 
name is revealed here publicly for the 
first time — svould lead to harassment 
by cranks, or worse. (He is aware that 
20 or so people tenuously linked to 
invesiigations of an alleged conspiracy 
have died since November, 1963.) 
Frustration because he believes that 
the FBI deliberately squelched his 
story. Giesbrecht talked to an agent 
named .Merr>I Nelson whom he con- 
tacted through the U.S. consulate in 
Winnipeg. He says that Nelson re- 
marked, *This looks like the break 
we've been waiting for" — only to tell 
him a few months later to forge: the 
whole thing, "Ifs too big." Nelson is 
supposed :o have said, ‘'We can't p.v- ■ 
tee* you in Canasla." 

Then, last February 23, visiting a 
hospitalized friend, Gie4?recht saw a 
photograph of DaslJ V/, 
re me, a New OrleafiS pilot who had 
been foc,nd deed, o>LensIhly of a 
hemorrhage caused by a rupstured' 
blood vessel — although he had left 
behind two suicide no;es. There was 


something about the photograph that 
struck Gtesbrechi. There was some- 
thing familiar about the man's inor- 
dinately bushy eyebrows. Then it came 
to him that this was one of the men 
he had encountered at the airport three 
years before. 

The picture's caption revealed that, 
before he died, Ferrie had told re- 
poners that he'd been pegged as a 
“getaway pilot" by Jim Garrison, the 
New Orleans district attorney, who 
was conducting an independent inves- 
tigation of Kennedy's death. Garrison 
concurred. “\Ve had reached a deci- 
sion to arrest him," he said, “Appar- 
ently wc wailed too long,’' Then the 
flamboyant D.A, added three lines that 
reverberated around the world: “^Ey 
staff and I solved the assassination 
weeks ago, I wouldn't say this if we 
didn't have the evidence beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. We know' the key 
individuals, the cities involved and 
how It was done." 

Tha DA calls 

All that was last February. 
Throughout the spring and summer. 
Garrison had neither put up nor shut 
up, although he professed himself 
ready to reveal his findings at the trial 
this fall of Clay Shaw, a prominent 
New Orleans businessman arrested on 
March I on charges of conspiring to 
assassinate John F. Kennedy, (Most 
of the U.S, press attempted to dis- 
credit Garrison’s case against Shaw, 
but a panel of three judges and a 
grand jury ruled that there was suf- 
ficient evidence to hold him for trial,) 
Ga,'rison bdieves that Shaw, Fcrrle, 
Lee Harv’ey Oswald, Jack Ruby and 
others — most of them hair-trigger 
and-Castroites — conspired to kill 
Ker, nedy because of his plan for a 
deu'nfc with Cuba; and because Ken- 
nedy was cracking down on ClA-sup- 
por!eJ anti-Castro activity In Dillus, 
Miami and New Orleans. There is the 
chilling suggestion that, some lime in 
the early fall of 1963, in New Orleans, 
a sizeable group of Right-wing ex- 
tremists, deranged adventurers and 
Cuban exiles abruptly switched tar- 
gets — from Castro to Kennedy.

Whal spurred Gie-^brecht tu agree 
iQ it;iUiy wai a call he had goi in early 
summer from Garrison himself, *'He 
told me that my evidence would be a 
great help to him, and that the pieces 
locked perfectly in.o place, although 
he didn't explain how. He conflrnved 
that Feme had been in %Virmipeg zl 
the lime and he said that no people 
from Winnipeg were involved. Maybe 
these men w-ere making connections to 
Minneapolis or Chicago. They just 
happened to be here when I ran into 
themd' 

On that da}> February^ 13, 1964, 
Giesbrecht had set up an appointment 
with a client w'ho worked at nearby 
Bristol Aircraft, He arrived at the air- 
port early, shortly after 2 p.m., to 
have his first look inside the new 
terminal. He sauntered around, went 
into the Horizon Room, had one " 
drink, a Nfoscow Mule, walked out to 
have a look at Gerald Gladstone's 
sculpture, So!ar Cone, in a fountain 
courtyard near the lounge, called his 
client, found he had more time to kill, 
returned to the lounge, sat at the same 
table haI^way along a wall of win* 
dows and ordered a Seven-Up. Tw^o 
men had taken the adjacent table. 
His back to them, Giesbrecht planned 
his sales approach and did some fig- 
uring on his weekly calendar pad. At 
some point, probably at about 2.45 
p.m,, he became aware that his neigh- 
bors were, discussing the assas-slnation 
in a w'ay that seemed to implicate 
them. 

He started to listen, then to take 
notes. It seemed to him that one of 
the men had a ‘"Latin" accent; the 
other, the one he later concluded was 
Ferrie, an “American" accent.

After studying Giesbrecht's statement, llie 
ENQUIRER spoke to 1’’BI agent Nelson, but apart 
from confirming he had interview'ed Giesbreeht, he 
w'onld only say: ‘The information was passed im- 
mediately to Washington. I canni>l comment on it. 
That is up to Washington/' 

But a spokesman at FBI headq uni ters said: “We 
can't discuss an individual case. 'Tlie resuUs of our 
investigations into the assasstnallou were passed 
on to Uie Wanen Co!iimi.ssion and are now in the 
National Archives." 

The Jim Garrison investigators are treating Uie 
Giesbreeht evidence on top level. 

Louis Ivon, chief investigator, said: “We are 
looking in Dallas for Chi Isaacs and a Paul Hoff- 
man in connection \villi our investigations. We are 
taking it very seriously." 

Isaacs had been mentiaiied briefly in the Wan en 
Commission report when Larry Crafartl, an em- 
ployee of Jack Ruby, was asked if lie knew the 
name, “It doesn't mean anything to me*'' he said. 

Author Harold Wiesberg, whose books have bit- 
terly criticized the way the Warren Cojumlssion 
reached its verdict, told out%repoi lers: “The Gies- 
brecht ease isn't one that surprises me.
